Witterstaetter’s 
Witticisms 


There was a time in the long ago past when dinosaurs were 
not “en vogue.” When you could not walk into any department 
store or supermarket or comics shop and see dinosaur bedding, 
dinosaur cereal, or dinosaur comic books, When you couldn't buy 
plastic triceratops with wire hooks and wear them on your ears. 
When the name “Barney” was a good name for a dog or that 
neighbor on “The Flintstones.” 

It’s hard to believe, but true, I know. | was there. And it was 
during that era that ! was struck with Dino Fever. 

Ten years old, growing up in a small Texas town, | was 
probably hundreds, if not thousands of miles away from the 
nearest reconstructed dinosaur skeleton, Their existence had not 
even crossed my mind. Yet somehow, at the same time, the exact 
moment and date lost to me now, ! was struck with the Fever. 

It happened in the library. | do remember that. | had the habit 
of reading a lot — getting hooked on a subject and then reading 
every possible book available on that subject — Outlaws, World 
War Il, Rice growing in Malaysia — it didn’t matter. But one day | 
found @ book on a guy named Roy Chapman Andrews. He was a 
man of mythic proportions, in my mind, who rode around 
Mongolia in a jeep looking for fragments from a lost age-pieces 
of bone, fossil eggs... DINOSAURS! 

Just as Howard Carter uncovered the tombs of ancient kings, 
sparking imaginations, Andrews did the same with dinosaurs. His 
was a treasure hunt without a map, without a clue, and with only 
the shifting sand subtracting a day or adding a year to his search. 
At least Carter knew what he was looking for. Mummies! Gilded 
statues! Andrews, and others like him, only knew they were 
looking for “something.” “Something” never seen by man. 

Needless to say, { read every book on dinosaurs that I could 
find. My child's mind embraced this magical other world, and 
that world seemed to become singularly mine. My own unique 
experience. Dinosaurs were my first passion. 

‘Alas, people change and | never realized my dream of be- 
coming an archeologist. My desires made room for other things. 

Burt years later, grown, on my first trip to New York, quite by 
accident, | ended up in the Museum of Natural History. | walked 
into the Hall of the Dinosaurs and felt a sensation, a tingle down 
my spine and I let out a sigh of awe. It was like seeing an old 
friend. again who had been gone for a very, very long time, There 
he was-T, Rex, Majestic even in skeletal form. Almost brought 
back to life. 

Perhaps that’s the magic of dinosaurs that so many of us 
discovered when young. One can’t help but wonder “What If?” 
What If dinosaurs could live again? That's the one reason I'm 
thrilled to be working on the Jurassic Park comic, It's a dream 
book for a dinosaur fan, maybe because | understand the 
passion behind the characters, It wasn’t hate or evil that made 
John Hammond create dinosaurs from DNA, or made Ellie and 
Grant become bone hunters. lt was love. The kind that involves 
passion for mystery and grasping hold of something we don’t 
know and trying desperately to understand it, The thrill of 
making a new discovery like a child opening up a book and 
finding a million year old mystery for the first time and having an 
experience that is uniquely and singularly theirs, as children of all 
ages have been doing since the first dino bone was discovered 
decades ago. 

It's a great legacy, really. When | open Jim Baker's “The 
Dinosaur Hierasies,” when | saw JURASSIC PARK, when | work 
‘on the Jurassic Park comic book, the same thrill comes back full 
force. 

On second thought, maybe dinosaurs have always been “en 
vogue,” after all.
